Be a real man. There is more honor in giv- 
ing the game a square deal than in getting the 
limit. Help enforce the game law. Game and 
fish are public property and only a “game- 
hog’ will take more than his legal share. 

Violations should be immediately reported. 

Remember that without the farmer’s good 
vill, there can be no sport afield. The hunt- 
ing and fishing license is your card which qual- 
ifies you as a conservationist. The money you 
pay for it is used to prosecute the fish and 
game hog, the dynamiter, the seine user and 
the chap who hunts out of geason, and the 
propagation of fish to restock streams and 
lu kes.
